Making Decisions with HEART: 

Compassionate and Ethical Decision Making 
Very few decisions that we have to make are easy. Balancing policies and procedures with a person’s 
needs can result in decision-making situations that cannot always be defined in black and white. By 
practicing making decisions with Honesty, Empathy, Awareness, Respect, and Trust (HEART) you can 
be more consistent in how you arrive at your decisions. 
Honesty— Make sure that you are being truthful about your own motives behind your need to make a 
decision. 
Empathy- Remember there are many more perspectives than our own in any given situation. 
Awareness- Choose the best time, place, and manner for making your decision. Give yourself and oth- 
ers the space to make the most beneficial decisions possible. 
Respect— Give it unconditionally to others, do not wait until it is earned. They deserve to be treated as 
if they have the best of intentions. 
Trust— Practice “charitable interpretation” in those you make decisions with and about whom the deci- 
sion will impact. 
These can be applied, not only in leadership, but in our everyday lives. Try it out, you never know what 
might happen.
